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Trade Show ’96 tops previous years

They came, they saw, and even¬ 
tually they went home; but not 
before setting new numbers in 
everything from swim registra¬ 
tion to boosted counts of break¬ 
fasts served. 

Attendance (paid admission) 
was up from last year with a total 
recorded of 3,474. 

Trade Show Committee Chair 
Grant Hemming said feedback to 
date, both verbal and written, has 
been largely positive. 

“We circulate a one-page ques¬ 
tionnaire to all booth-holders and 
pick it up later. A lot of people 
were happy with how it was run 
and they felt the crowd was excel¬ 
lent. Several said, ‘We’ve gone to 
other trade shows around here, 
but we’re not going to bother; 
we’re going to just come back to 
this one’.” 

The sun shone for the most 
part, which Hemming acknowl¬ 
edged as a positive ingredient. 

“The weather worked with us; 
it kind of came together,” Hem¬ 
ming said. “The on-stage enter¬ 
tainment seems to be a compo¬ 
nent of the event people like. I 
don’t think other trade shows do 
it, I think it’s something that’s 
peculiar to us; it’s an attempt to 
retain the small town flavor.” 

A profusion of familiar faces at 
the show reflected local partici¬ 
pation, Hemming said. 

“The majority of booths were 
rented by local businesses and 
there was a very low percentage 
of competing businesses from out 
of town.” 

Shutting down the show only 
means organizers will soon be 
looking at starting preparations 
for next year’s Trade Show. 

“Some of the businesses are 
already looking at next year ; we’ve 
already had inquiries about next 


year.” 

While feedback was upbeat, 
Hemming said the committee 
won’t be resting on their lau¬ 
rels. 

“What’s perfect this year may 
not be perfect next year,” he said. 


“What we do is try very hard to 
solicit and record the various 
ideas presented to us. Six 
months down the road when 
we’re starting the next one, 
we’ll take another look at 
them. We may look at increas¬ 


ing the agricultural display of 
machinery, utilizing some of 
the outside areas outside the 
complex. Beyond that, we’ll 
listen to what people are say¬ 
ing because we want to know 
what people want to see.” 


“I think we have become the 
premier event in the area,” Hem¬ 
ming concluded. “I believe we 
have pulled ahead of other 
trade shows in the area; we’re 
all looking forward to next 
year.” 



Growing pains 

Town seeks direction regarding detachment relocation

A report to council earlier this 
year by Sgt. Gauthier of the Dids- 
bury detachment outlined the 
need for upgrades to the local 
RCMP barracks which are dated 
and inadequate. The current one¬ 
cell holding facility is makes it 
difficult at best to house multiple 
prisoners; a situation which esca¬ 
lated when court sessions were 
relocated from neighboring towns 
to Didsbury. 

Subsequent deliberations by 
town council and management 
resulted in a recommendation to 
seek suitable existing accommo¬ 
dation as a new facility would 
cost approximately 1.2 million 


dollars to construct. Council and 
the RCMP agreed a suitable site 
would be the provincial building. 

Ironically, a move to the pro¬ 
vincial building which also houses 
the court house, (while deemed a 
suitable future base for a pro¬ 
posed new RCMP detachment by 
council, the local constabulary 
and ‘K’ Division Property Man¬ 
agement spokesman Don 
Olenyk), was curbed by a provin¬ 
cial mandate dating back to the 
1970s which asserts a ‘perception 
problem’ is associated to the con¬ 
cept of RCMP detachments shar¬ 
ing either a common facility, or a 
common entrance to a court facil¬ 
ity. 


Currently the town is await¬ 
ing for a reply to a letter sent by 
Mayor Ray Lea to Justice Minis¬ 
ter Brian Evans requesting clari¬ 
fication in the matter. 

“The Health Unit is mov- 
ingacross to the [hospital site) 
later this year so a vacancy is 
available at the provincial 
building,” CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment said in a release to the 
Review last Thursday. “The 
RCMP is the logical tenant.” 

Parliament said the mayor 
has asked that a meeting be 
scheduled with Evans to dis¬ 
cuss the matter and that “The 
Town of Didsbury is awaiting 
their reply.”

It's Easter Sun¬ 
day. The entire family is home, 
dinner is on the table. Just as you 
are about to carve the ham, Beep, 
beep, beep, beep. The pager you 
carry faithfully on your belt sud¬ 
denly transforms you from your 
usual calm, laid-back self into a 
frenzy of adrenalin, frantically 
looking for the car keys. "Don't 
hold dinner, I have no idea when 
I’ll be back" are your last words as 
you race to the door. 

As you make your way to the 
fire hall, millions of thoughts 
scream through your mind. "I 
wonder what we've got? Fire? Car 
accident? Ambulance assist? Will 
I know those who need us?" 

Four minutes since the pager 
first jump started your heart have 
passed, and you're now riding on 
the back of a pumper, lights flash¬ 
ing, sirens wailing, heading to 
the source of distress - all but 
blind as to what, or who, you 
might find when you get there. 

Believe it or not, this is reality 
for 24 members of our commu¬ 
nity we cedi our Volunteer Fire 
Department. To give you an idea 
as to how dedicated these guys 
are to providing Didsbury with 
the best, let us tell you about the 
training our members have. 

To start, all in total, our mem¬ 
bers have over 170 years of 
firefighting experience. We train 
for two hours every Wednesday 
night in everything from first aid 


and search and rescue procedures 
to driver training. 

In addition to Wednesday 
nights, there are numerous week¬ 
end courses that our members 
take. A quick run-down shows us 
to have 20 members Firefighter 
(FF) level I certified, 11 FF II 
certified, seven members with 
pump operators "A", three with 
FF III and two with FF IV. These 
courses we just mentioned are 
very demanding. The minimum 
number of hours required to com¬ 
plete any one of these courses is 
40 with FF part III/IV taking 80 
hrs. of class time to complete. 

In continuation we have seven 
members set to take their airbrake 
endorsement and we are plan¬ 
ning to hold a vehicle extrication 
course sometime this summer. 

In addition to these firefighting 
courses we must also mention the 
medical aspect of our department. 
We have eight members who have 
just completed a very intense 
Medic First Aid course as well as 
having one emergency medical 
responder and two emergency 
medical technicians on the dept. 
So as you can see the quest for 
upgraded education is a continu¬ 
ing one. 

What impressed us most and 
prompted us to join DFD was the 
secondary or underlying hours 
these people put in. Both in good 
times and bad, these guys are a 
family not only to each other but 
to the entire community as well. 

In good times, Santa Claus is 
chauffeured about town at Christ¬ 
mas in our crew cab, and let's not 


forget our annual fireworks dis¬ 
play every July 1st. 

In bad, we are a shoulder to 
lean on for each other and also for 
those who become victims of un¬ 
fortunate events. Chances are, 
that one or all of us have personal 
ties to those we help. It's nice to 
know there are 23 other people 
who know exactly how you feel 
who are there when you need 
that shoulder. 

We as members of the DFD 
feel the Didsbury Fire Depart¬ 
ment are a great group of indi¬ 
viduals who respect, even love, 
the responsibility placed upon 
them. The willingness and ability 
to further educate themselves and 
protect the public is 
unpresidented. This would not, 
however, be possible without end¬ 
less support from the community. 

Thanks must go out to the 
employers who suddenly turn 
around to find employees in a 
mad race for the exit yet don't 
think twice about it when the 
pagers go off. Thanks also to the 
businesses in town who never 
seem to tire of all of the discounts 
and donations that make our com¬ 
munity events possible. We be¬ 
lieve that our community is in 
good hands largely due to the 
community itself. 

In closing, we would like to say 
that our doors are always open to 
anyone who would like to come 
down on any Wednesday night to 
see exactly what we are about.

The Public Opinion

Like most Canadians you prob¬ 
ably sent your MP to Parliament 
Hill thinking that he or she would 
be your vigilant watchdog on gov¬ 
ernment spending. But that same 
Fido who looked and sounded like 
a pit bull on the campaign trail 
has somehow turned into a tooth¬ 
less poodle. What happened? 

Believe it or not, it's not en¬ 
tirely the MP's fault. A big part of 
the reason your tax dollars end 
up in canoe museums and com¬ 
edy festivals is more the proce¬ 
dure followed, rather than the 
personnel. 

Every year, shortly after the 
federal budget, the government 
releases what it calls the spend¬ 
ing "Estimates," which detail how 
the government plans to use your 
money. According to the govern¬ 
ment, "...these documents assist 
Parliament in holding the gov¬ 
ernment to account for the allo¬ 
cation and management of public 
funds." Ha! If you believe that, I 
have some muskeg in Moose Jaw 
you might be interested in. 

In reality, the review of the 
Estimates is one of the most un¬ 
accountable processes that takes 
place in the not-so-hallowed halls 
of Parliament. 

First, only about 30 per cent of 
government spending can be ex¬ 
amined and voted on by Parlia¬ 
ment; the other 70 per cent can't 
be changed. Spending on pro¬ 


grams like Employment Insur¬ 
ance, Old Age Security and fed¬ 
eral-provincial shared-cost pro¬ 
grams (health, welfare, post-sec¬ 
ondary education) are fixed by 
law. Thus, MPs cannot propose 
amendments to the Estimates 
which would increase or decrease 
spending on these statutory pro¬ 
grams. Only the prime minister 
and his or her cabinet can alter 
the funding in these areas. Ah 
democracy, isn't it great! 

It gets worse though. Although 
MPs are able to vote on 30 per 
cent of spending, they have abso¬ 
lutely no influence on the out¬ 
come. In practice, all recommen¬ 
dations coming from back¬ 
benchers and opposition MPs to 
reduce spending (they are not al¬ 
lowed to propose increases) are 
rejected by the government. Why? 
Opposition members are outnum¬ 
bered. Government MPs, even 
Fido, must toe the party line, like 
trained seals. If the government 
were to lose a vote on its spending 
proposals (the Estimates), the 
vote would signify a lack of confi¬ 
dence in the government thereby 
triggering a general election. 
Thus, the government applies the 
jack-boot of party discipline to 
cajole its MPs into voting for the 
estimates. That's why big busi¬ 
ness subsidies and interest group 
handouts continue even though 
Fido objected so vehemently dur¬ 
ing his campaign to such wasteful 


spending. 

In the U.S. system, Congress 
can and frequently changes ex¬ 
penditure proposals, in the Cana¬ 
dian system, cabinet puts an "all- 
or-nothing choice" to Parliament. 
Government MPs can either agree 
to the Estimates, or face party 
discipline, or worse - an election! 
Is there no hope? 

Of course there is. Relax the 
convention that forces an elec¬ 
tion if the majority of MPs vote to 
reduce an expenditure estimate. 
Surely the government could ac¬ 
cept constructive suggestions 
without taking it as a vote of non¬ 
confidence. 

Allowing MPs to vote on all 
spending, rather than just 30 per 
cent would force a public debate 
annually on the efficiency and 
effectiveness of all programs, en¬ 
hance the accountability of Par¬ 
liament - and maybe even bring 
some fiscal sanity back to this 


country. Is this so hard to con¬ 
template? 

Changing the Estimates proc¬ 
ess might just give you back your 
old Fido. It sure couldn't hurt.

The questions usually re¬ 
volve around what is being broad¬ 
cast on the news that week. 

"What were some unexpected 
results of your health care fiscal 
cut-back program - both positive 
and negative" was your second 
question. In our efforts to restruc¬ 
ture the health system, we have 


worked hard to monitor the 
changes along the way. As a re¬ 
sult, we have been able to antici¬ 
pate and adjust to any unexpected 
developments. 

One example occurred in No¬ 
vember last year. After listening 
to Albertans and discussing the 
matter with the Regional Health 
Authorities, we saw that the 
health system needed time to ad¬ 
just to previous changes. In re¬ 
sponse to this concern, we can¬ 
celled the final round of health 
region budget reductions. We also 
decided to leave hospital programs

“I feel some of the stress is 
gone,” Rafael said. “Right now I 
have part-time jobs; I would like 
to have full time jobs, but here in 
Canada I can go ahead- it’s only a 
question of | hard work I and time. ” 


“At first I wanted to go to some 
place a little warmer, like Califor¬ 
nia,” Erick said, “But when I read 
about all the violence there it’s 
almost worse than El Salvador. 
We [were dealing with guerrilla 
activity! but in California, there’s 
a lot of violence, there are gangs; 
it’s somethingeveryone there has 
to deal with.” 

When the family came to 
Canada, they were each allowed 
to bring personal items weighing 
up to 70 pounds, which they 
packed six boxes; one for each 
family member. 

“At the airport they joked we 
were bringing along everything 
we owned,” Erick said; “I remem¬ 
ber I had a ghetto blaster; you 
can’t bring a lot over in one box.” 

After a few years of struggling 
with learning a new language and 
finding work to support the fam¬ 
ily, they seem settled and grate¬ 
ful to those who helped them make 
the journey to their new Cana¬ 
dian home, and to the new friends 
they’ve made since their arrival. 

“I wouldn’t go back [to El Sal¬ 
vador] to live now,” Erick said. 
“It’s too hot. We’re used to Cana¬ 
dian winters now.” 

“We have many responsibili¬ 
ties here with our Canadian citi¬ 
zenship,” Berta said. “I feel more 
peaceful; I know all my family is 
safe and I think it’s a good place 
for my children because there are 
many good opportunities here.” 


thoughts on what it meant to them 
to become Canadians. 

“The whole family became 
Canadians in March of 1996,” 
Berta Valencia said. 

“We came to Canada in Ju ne of 
1992. We were sponsored by St. 
Stephen’s Catholic Church,” 
Rafael explained. “They did eve¬ 
rything for us, we can’t thank 
them enough.” 

“We went into our new house 
and we had everything,” Erick 
added, “And we felt safe.” 

Safety was a prime motivator 
behind Rafael’s decision to move 
his young family to Canada. As 
Erick explained, in El Salvador, it 
was common practice for army 
vehicles to pull over private citi¬ 
zens, extricate any young males 
with their families and force them 
to take up positions in the army. 
In addition to his two daughters, 
Katya and Adriana, now seven 
and nine, Rafael had two sons, 
Rodrigo and Erick, now 14 and 
21. He and his wife Berta resolved 
that their boys would not only 
escape the bleak life of a soldier 
trapped in a corrupt regime, but 
would seek a life where his family 
had a chance to realize their po¬ 
tential. 

“Canada is a wonderful coun¬ 
try,” Rafael said. “We miss friends 
and family and wish they could be 
here, but [although we may re¬ 
turn to El Salvador to visit] we 
won’t be going back.”

The letter con¬ 
sisted of only one sentence: “Here 
are the reasons I can never marry 
you-” 

The unfinished letter arrived 
“out of the blue” and that was all 
it said. 

“He used to fly out of his base 
[in Claresholml before he went 
overseas and he’d fly low over 
Didsbury and fly over our house... 
I’ve never told anyone about it 
before- but it did floor me.” 

Still a teenager, McLaren had 
no plans for marriage to anyone 
at that point and neither did her 
parents. 

“It upset my mother,” 
McLaren said. “She burned the 
letter.” 


The preservation of the scrap¬ 
book containing these invaluable 
artifacts translates into lucky 
good fortune of Didsburians now 
afforded an opportunity to pe¬ 
ruse the contents. 

The group (numberingover 50 
at its peak) continues to meet 
regularly, maintaining a lasting 
connection spanning more than 
five decades. 

Through those with a di¬ 
rect link to the pages, history 
becomes reality. And thanks 
to the ‘valour and veracity’ (of 
both the servicemen and the 
ladies who kept in contact with 
them), those too young to have 
experienced the tumult of war 
personally, can travel through 
time at our local museum to 
view novel insights into desti¬ 
ny’s mysteries.

Good news for businesses dealing with government 

Treasury Board President fairness towards taxpayers and taxpayers defrayed the costs of 
Marcel Masse today announced our suppliers. It also addresses a these arrears. From now on. 


that the government has cut the 
interest-free period on money it 
owes to suppliers from 45 days to 
30 days. In addition, people who 
owe the government money for 
goods and services now have to 
pay interest on bills that remain 
unpaid after 30 days. Previously, 
there was no interest penalty on 
these non-tax overdue accounts. 

"We are rectifying a major 
shortcoming in the collection of 
moneys owed to the government 
and in its payment policy," ex¬ 
plained the President of the Treas¬ 
ury Board, Marcel Masse, in an¬ 
nouncing the decision. "Our gov¬ 
ernment felt it was a question of 


concern raised by members of the 
Standing Committee on Govern¬ 
ment Operations." 

The government ended the 
1995 fiscal year with about $4 
billion in non-tax accounts re¬ 
ceivable, nearly $3 billion of which 
would have been subject to this 
new accounting policy if it had 
been in effect. The Auditor Gen¬ 
eral indicated in his November 
1995 report that the government 
could have collected at least $17 
million by adopting this account¬ 
ing practice. 

"We have a responsibility to 
manage public funds prudently," 
said Mr. Masse. "Previously, all 


those concerned will bear these 
costs. If these practices are rea¬ 
sonable in the private sector, 
they are just as reasonable in 
the public sector." 

Under the new regulations, 
departments will start charg¬ 
ing interest on any amount out¬ 
standing for more than 30 days 
for the purchase of goods and 
services such as permits, li¬ 
cences, rents, repayable contri¬ 
butions, and even accountable 
advances that are overdue. The 
new policy also applies to 
amounts that the government 
has overpaid and the recipient 
is late in repaying.

The search for the ideal landfill 
site may be ultimately unattain¬ 
able. 

“If we can’t find the perfect 
site [we’ll need to] look at other 
alternatives,” said consultant A1 
McCann at last Tuesday’s Moun¬ 
tain View Solid Waste Authority 
meeting. 

McCann used an overhead pro¬ 
jector to compare figures estimat¬ 
ing variances between hauling 
garbage to county corner sites to 
a more central location. He sug¬ 
gested that a viable option might 
be to spend additional funds de- 
signingand constructinga landfill 
site on ground requiring addi¬ 


tional preparation work. He esti¬ 
mated that annual hauling costs 
to a central site would be approxi¬ 
mately $77,000 compared to 
trucking costs to the east Car- 
stairs site currently under con¬ 
sideration. Aligning with the 
Rocky Mountain House destina¬ 
tion could, by comparison run 
over $400,000 annually. 

On the other hand, site prepa¬ 
ration does not come cheap ei¬ 
ther, and basic landfill operating 
costs could total up to $250,000 
per year. A mid-range site with 
intermediate land fill construc¬ 
tion design and environmental 
protection work, could cost out 
between $350,000 to $450,000 and 


a site requiring extensive pre¬ 
paratory work could end up cost- 
ing between $450,000 and 
$650,000. 

On a per capita basis, these 
costs would translate from under 
$12 per ratepayer per year to over 
$30. 

The site search has been ongo¬ 
ing for more than a decade, and it 
was estimated that even if a deci¬ 
sion were arrived at straighta¬ 
way, it would still take up to two 
years to prepare and open the 
new site. 

“It will be your decision as to 
what you feel the public are pre¬ 
pared to pay,” McCann con¬ 
cluded.

Feils cough up Interest owed 


Treasury Board President 
Marcel Masse today announced 
that the government has cut the 
interest-free period on money it 
owes to suppliers from 45 days to 
30 days. In addition, people who 
owe the government money for 
goods and services now have to 
pay interest on bills that remain 
unpaid after 30 days. Previously, 
there was no interest penalty on 
these non-tax overdue accounts. 

"We are rectifying a major 
shortcoming in the collection of 
moneys owed to the government 
and in its payment policy," ex¬ 
plained the President of the Treas¬ 
ury Board, Marcel Masse, in an¬ 
nouncing the decision. "Our gov¬ 
ernment felt it was a question of 
fairness towards taxpayers and 
our suppliers. It also addresses a 
concern raised by members of the 
Standing Committee on Govern¬ 
ment Operations." 

The government ended the 
1995 fiscal year with about $4 
billion in non-tax accounts re¬ 


ceivable, nearly $3 billion of which 
would have been subject to this 
new accounting policy if it had 
been in effect. The Auditor Gen¬ 
eral indicated in his November 
1995 report that the government 
could have collected at least $17 
million by adopting this account¬ 
ing practice. 

"We have a responsibility to 


manage public funds prudently," 
said Mr. Masse. "Previously, all 
taxpayers defrayed the costs of 
these arrears. From now on, those 
concerned will bear these costs. If 
these practices are reasonable in 
the private sector, they arejust as 
reasonable in the public sector." 

Under the new regulations, 
departments will start charging 


interest on any amount outstand¬ 
ing for more than 30 days for the 
purchase of goods and services 
such as permits, licences, rents, 
repayable contributions, and even 
accountable advances that are 
overdue. The new policy also ap¬ 
plies to amounts that the govern¬ 
ment has overpaid and the recipi¬ 


ent is late in repaying. 

The interest rate charged and 
paid by the government will be 
equal to the Bank of Canada rate 
plus three per cent. Departments 
will charge interest and adminis¬ 
tration fees as soon as they have 
informed their clients of the new 
policy.

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Victim services soon to be up and running

Eight Sundre/Caroline area 
residents will soon be assisting 
victims of crime and accident in 
the area to deal with the after- 
math following m^jor incidents 
such as a break-in, motor vehicle 
accidents, or a violent domestic 
dispute. 

Sundre/Caroline District Vic¬ 
tim Services Society advocates 
have undergone extensive train¬ 
ing over the past 11 weeks. Topics 
included, Substance abuse, Sui¬ 
cide intervention, Sexual assault, 
Bereavement and sudden death. 
Break and Enter and Spousal as¬ 
sault. 

The last training session was 
held April 9, with Barb Pratt, 
Executive Secretary to the Vic¬ 
tim's Programs Assistance Com¬ 
mittee instructing advocates on 
the use of "victim-impact state¬ 
ments". These voluntary state¬ 
ments allow victims to express 
the effects of the crime, and can 
be taken into consideration by 
the presiding judge prior to sen¬ 
tencing of the offender. 

Soon, the fully-trained advo¬ 


cates will be participating in "Ride- 
alongs". Each volunteer will par¬ 
ticipate in at least two "Ride- 
alongs" with RCMP members be¬ 
fore going to work in teams of two 
to offer support, advice and refer¬ 
ral to crime and accident victims. 

The Sundre/Caroline District 
Victim Serves Society began work¬ 
ing towards providing this serv¬ 
ice in the community a year ago. 
At the present time, a full time 
Coordinator, Laura Borgerson, 
works under the direction of the 
RCMP along with eight volun¬ 
teer board members. The inten¬ 
tion of the present committee is 
to expand regionally in order to 
access government funding for 
this program. It is hoped the towns 
of Olds and Didsbury will come 
on stream within the next year. 

Local grants and donations are 
already coming in from the com¬ 
munities of Sundre and Caroline 
and the board is presently setting 
up it's fundraising event program 
for the coming year.

Seniors campaign to save Medicare 


The Seniors Health Action 
Group (SHAG) is launching a 
nation-wide campaign to save 
medicare. SHAG is a ten-member 
task force established in Novem¬ 
ber 1994 by One Voice, the Cana¬ 
dian Seniors Network, with head 
offices in Ottawa. Its members 
include national and provincial 
senior organizations, national 
health and poverty groups and 
educators. SHAG is dedicated to 
uniting Canada's seniors to save 
Medicare. 

The campaign is prompted by 
cuts in health care dollars by fed¬ 
eral and provincial governments. 
SHAG warns that further cuts in 
health funding to the provinces 


will erode national standards, 
undermine the five principles of 
the Canada Health Act, and open 
the door to special interests which 
would replace Canada's publicly 
funded health care system with a 
private, for-profit system such as 
the United States currently has. 

"We have a world-class health 
care system of which we can be 
proud", said SHAG Chair Ben 
Swankey. "It is fundamental to 
the well-being of Canadians. It 
has proven its worth and we can¬ 
not allow governments to under¬ 
mine it now. We don't want the 
American system where they take 
your wallet before they take your 
pulse." 


The campaign centres around 
the distribution of 9 Action Briefs, 
each related to specific features 
of medicare as they affect seniors. 
They debunk the myths that 
spending is out of control, that 
seniors are driving up costs, that 
medicare is responsible for the 
deficit and that private health 
care is cheaper. SHAG has devel¬ 
oped specific proposals for pro¬ 
gressive reforms to contain costs 
and eliminate waste. Seniors 
groups across the country, as well 
as health related organizations, 
are being asked to participate. All 
levels of government are being 
contacted. SHAG offices are lo¬ 
cated at 1005-350 Sparks St., Ot¬ 
tawa, Ont.

The Review under review 


Something to talk about

Cut’n Loose owner, Tracy 
Block, who bought the business 
outright from Lorraine Zeiler 
shortly after the doors first 
opened, had a hand in the opera¬ 
tion from the very beginning. 
Business boomed and repeat cli¬ 
entele have kept Block and her 
staff busy ever since. 

“It started out with basic salon 
services and grew; from three 
chairs, this is what it’s grown to,” 
Block said. 

A full service family salon, 
Cut’n Loose offers a wide range 
of services in addition to cuts and 
perms: Face and body waxing, 
manicures and pedicures, ear¬ 
piercing, lash and brow tinting, 
acrylic nail tips, extensions, sculp¬ 
tures and geis, facials and make¬ 
overs and tanning beds in addi¬ 
tions to your choice of hair 
coloring or styling.

something to talk about.” 

The past ten years have raced 
by, with Block continually en¬ 
hancing and expanding services 
to meet and surpass her clients’ 


expectations- and that’s some¬ 
thing to talk about.

On a warm early-summer day 
in 1986, Gene and Brad 
Hartmann and members of the 
staff of the fledgling Didsbury 
Review called a general meeting 
and invited all area business own¬ 
ers. 

They found themselves greet¬ 
ing a stream of community mem¬ 
bers who trooped through the 
doors of the 5-0 club in large num¬ 
bers. The size of the crowd was 
gratifying; the two brothers saw 
it as confirmation the townspeo¬ 
ple backed their recent buy-out of 
the home town newspaper. 

“There was a fair amount of 
excitement; it was very warm, 
very friendly and very supportive 
of the new owners,” Brad 
Hartmann recalled. 

The meeting was called to 
gather ideas and suggestions on 
how best to serve the newspa¬ 
per’s readers and the community 
they’d grown up in. 

It seemed a natural progres¬ 
sion for the Hartmann’s who were 
co-owners of Contemporary 
Graphics, a printing firm they 


launched in 1978. 

“In 1986, our goal was to re¬ 
connect with the community,” 
Gene Hartmann explained. “It’s 
ironic; the reason for that meet¬ 
ing was to connect with grass 
roots and the community. Ten 
years later we’re really readdress¬ 
ing that whole issue of being the 
single best source of local news¬ 
connecting to subscribers, to ad¬ 
vertisers, to organizations, to our 
readers. It’s not a question that 
we didn’t achieve our goal back 
then. We did. But it’s the same 
challenge faced by political par¬ 
ties. They win elections based on 
knowing and reacting to local is¬ 
sues and then sometimes lose fo¬ 
cus.” 

While the newspaper division 
spilled briefly into offices across 
the street in the late 80s, The 
Review has been located at their 
present site since the first edition 
hit the streets of Didsbury 10 
years ago. 

Computer literacy was not a 
part of the brothers' vernacular 
or experience at the outset, but 


both knew changes and advances 
in technology would affect them 
profoundly in their new venture. 

“We’ve gone through a huge 
evolution,” Gene Hartmann said, 
“Far beyond what I thought we’d 
ever be involved in, at least in this 
time frame.” 

Describing a scramble to stay 
on top of computerized advance¬ 
ments that had the pair racing to 
buy equipment they didn’t fully 
understand themselves, their 
next task involved hiringthe right 
manpower. The enthusiasm and 
loyalty of their new crew frankly 
amazed the Hartmanns. 

“They didn’t have any stake in 
it, beyond the fact that their jobs 
and their careers were tied into 
the business, but they were there 
for us, and still are today,” Gene 
Hartmann said. 

Over the following decade 
there were both boom years and 
lean times. Both owners acknowl¬ 
edge that cycles and ripples will 
continue into the next decade and 
beyond, but in the meantime, 
their goal and focus remains con¬ 


stant: “It’s as true today as it was do, or at least what we are trying 
when we started,” Gene to do, is reflect what’s happening 
Hartmann concluded, “What we in the community.”
